Trial of Charles E. Mit- 
chell Now Entering 
Final Stages 
NEW YORK, June 19.—A defense 
motion to discuss the indictment 
charging Charles E. Mitchell, for- 
mer head of the National City Bank 
with defrauding the United States 
government of more than $850,000 
in income taxes, was dismissed to- 
day by Federal Judge W. Goddard 
as the trial of the banker entered 

its final stages. 

After his motion to dismiss the 
incident had been denied Max. B. 
Steuer, Mitchell's chief counsel, be- 


gan his summation, which was ex- 
pected to last throughout the day. 


WILL SUM UP

King George Expresses a} 
Desire for Private Talk 
With Cordell Hull

WINDSOR, Eng., June 18. — The 
King told Henry Morgenthau, Sr., 
an adviser to the United States 
delegation to the world economic 
conference, Saturday, that he very 
much appreciated President Roose- 
velt's action in accepting part pay- 
ment of the British war debt, 

His Majesty also expréssed the 
hope the American government will 
co-operate to the fullest extent in 
attacking the economic problem. 

At the same time the King ex- 
pressed the desire for a private talk 
with Cordell Hull, the American 
secretary of state, but the American 
delegation chairman was nowhere to

| SEIZED BY GANG 

The 39-year-old millionaire brew- 
er said he had been seized Thursday 
| by a gang of three or more men.

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DOUKHOBORS IN 
TERPENIA HOLD 
NUDE PARADE 


|} Ten Men, 15 Women Held 


by Police and Taken 


to Canora 


KAMSACK, Sask. June 19< 
Residents of Terpenia village, south 
west of Verigin, stronghold of the 
Sons of Freedom Movement, broke 
loose Sunday afternoon and :taged 
a nude parade near Terpenia school 
four miles west of Verigin.

Stages Hunger Strike at 
Halifax and Wins 
Out 


HALIFAX, June 19.—John Sem- 
bay took a leaf from Gandhi's book 
and got what he wanted. 

Sembay has been confined for a 
year in the detention shed at Immi- 
gration headquarters here. He was 
taken from Edmonton last year 
along with nine others arrested for 
communistic activities. His com- 
panions were deported to their 
homelands. 

But Sembay was, literally, a man 
without a country. He was born in 
Western Ukraine, at the time a pro- 
vince of Czarist Russia. Poland took 
over the territory after the great 
war. But when Sembay tried to 
get back to Poland, he was refused 
entry. 

So he stayed alone in the deten- 
tion shed. A Mountie was assigned 
to guard him. They ‘spent long 
hours talking, playing cards. Occa- 
sionally they took a stroll through 
the freight sheds that adjoin the 
detention cells. 

Then Sembay’s guard was remoy- 
ed. For a few days he didn't mind 
the solitude. Then it began to get 
on his nerves. He wanted the 
| guard back. When his request was 
unheeded, he decided to try Gand- 
hi's meahod of getting what he 
wants. He went on a hunger strike. 

He stuck to a water diet for sev- 
eral days. Finally they brought 
back the guard, and now Sembay is 
satisfied. 


MYSTERY SHIP 
MAKES VOYAGE. 
TO FAR NORTH 


Capt. Bob Bartlett, Ex-

NEW YORK, June 19,— Captain

On the previous trips the Mor- 
rissey came home loaded with 
specimens of Arctic wild fowl, Arce 
tic plants and blossoms, oceanve 
graphic and meteorological data, 
some groups of Arctic wild life and 
archaeological items for museums. 

“On this voyage we will do pretty 
much the same sort of work,” said 
Captain Bob.

THE HOPE OF THE WORLD 

The first problem at the world economic con- 
ference was that of stabilizing the currencies of 
the nations, That was accepted as the thing that 
must be done first, and done as soon as possible, 
if headway were to be made in the discussion of 
trade policies. Without an understood rate of ex- 
change buying and selling between countries can- 
not proceed as commerce. It can only be carried 
on as speculation. For the reason that the buyer 
does not know what he will have to pay when 
goods from another country are delivered to him, 
nor the seller what he will get. The currencies in 
the meantime may spread widely and in either 
direction. Traders must gamble on the future rel- 
ative values of money if they are to do business in 
chaotic exchange conditions such as have pre- 
vailed for the last three months. 

Specifically, the job undertaken at London was 
to establish a fixed relationship between the Brit- 
ish pound and the United States dollar. Neither the 
pound nor the dollar is gold money. Neither is gold 
“token” money. Neither is redeemable in gold, 
They are both what has been called “fiat” moncy. 

So here we have the world economic confer- 
ence declaring that the first necessary step toward 
restoring world conditions is to set up an inter- 
national system of “managed currencies” withcut 
gold backing. That is enough to give our “classic 
economists” the creeps. 

So 
A TRUCE-WAR? 

As en aftermath of the newly established peace 
in the Far East, comes news from Hong Kong that 
the Southwest Political Counci! there condemned 
the new truce with Japan as “a pact of surrender 
which the Nanking authorities can only implement 
at the price of civil war.” The Council declares 
it will not recognize the armistice 

Hong Kong, it will be noted, is a long way from 
the great wall, far beyond the range of Japanese 
airplanes and the reach of the army of occupation 
in what used to be northern China. The Southwest 
Council, meeting there, enjoys a freedom of action 
and expression in regard to the truce and the Jap- 
anese that was not open to Chinese authorities 
nearer at hand. 

The serious part of the pronouncement is that 
the Nanking Government wiil have to fight a civil 
war a5 @ result of its truce with Japan. This simply 
means that the Hong Kong Council plans to start 
the civil war it predicts. 

What the Council thinks about the truce is prob- 
ably what the Chinese in central and southern 
China think. and another prolonged period of fight- 
ing for the control of what is left of the Chinese 
empire looms as the prospect before the distressed 
people of that country. 

This is a matter of some consequence to Can- 


| ada. The Japanese have taken charge of the trade 


of north China. If the trade of the remainder of 
the empire is to be dislocated by factional strife, 
our dream of a great Oriental market may be no 
more than a dream for years. 


THE REAL CROP REDUCERS 

The grasshoppers also believe in crop curtail- 
ment, and have an effective acreage reduction 
policy all their own, which they are proceeding to 
put into operation in the three prairie provinces. 

As against the governments which would set 
limits to the amount of wheat a farmer may grow, 
the hoppers have some very definite advantages 
They do not have to wait for legislative action or 
world agreements. They start eating the moment 
they sre hatched, and will get results in the pres- 
ent season if they are not interfered with. 

There are a good many difficulties in the way 
of restricting wheat production by statute, and 
still more difficulties in the way of making the 
Statutory prohibitions effective. If the govern- 
ments of the exporting countries are convinced 
that curtailed production is the only way to restore 
balance between the farmer's income and outgo, 
they might chort-cut procedure by making a 
gentleman's agreement to let neture take its course. 

If Canadian authorities would refrain from 
interfering with the hoppers, Argentine officials 
leave the locusts alone, and the Australian govern- 
ments stop rabbit-killing campwigns, the world's 
wheat surplus wquld vanish quickly enough and 
the price go up—perhaps to famine levels. 

There is, of course, an alternetive to cutting 
down production by lew or by pests. The nations 
might agree to pull down the barriers they have 
built against trede and aliow wheat to flow into 
countries where people sre under-fed and into 
countries where wheat cannot be grown to eco- 
nomic advantage. 

That would be the more sensible procedure, as 
well as the more humane. But if the governments 
are bound to restrict production, the easiest and 
cheapest way to do it is to stop fighting the crop 
pests.

To those who recognize the importance of hold- 
ing a fair at Edmonton, this advance sale of tickets 
is something more than an opportunity to see a 
large fair at less than the usual cost of seeing a 
small one. It is also a method of cnsuring the 
success of the enterprise. The larger the advance 
sale, the larger the attendance will be, and every 
fair prospers or starves, lives or dies, according as 
it does or does not draw crowds of visitors. 


Edmonton people have other than sentimental 
reasons for wanting their fair to be a success. 
They are financially committed to the enterprise. 
They have, as taxpayers, put a large amount of 
money into lands, buildings and improvements, 
constituting one of the best—and also one of the 
most costly—exhibition “plants” in western Can- 
ada 

The interest charges, insurance premiums, and 
other fixed charges involved in this 
have to be paid year by year, whether or not a 
fair is held, and whether it is a financial success or 
a financial failure, If the fair earns a surplus of 
important proportions the amount will go to off- 
set these charges. If it should sustain a loss, the 
charges would have to be met out of taxes with no 
off-set. So long as the fair breaks even the tax- 
payers are nothing out of pocket by reason of it

The taxpayers have therefore a very substantial 
inducement to give the undertaking all the en- 
couragement and support that is possible’ The 
greater its financial success, the less their liability 
will be.

Scientists who met in Van- 
couver lately were speaking, in 
some connection, about the Aur- 
ora Borealis cx Northern Lights 
being heard as wel] as seen. All 
travellers and campers on our 
Northern Canadian plains will 
agree with the scientists as to the 
aurora being audible as well as 
visible. We associate the north 
with long nights. Whatever re- 
lieves darkness is always accept- 
able if it is not destructive end 
that is why people who do not 
know or fully understand the 
more classical and scientific ex- 
pression have naturally coined 
for themselves the fine homelike 
descriptive words, “Northern 
Lights” which after all, is a fair 
translation of the classic name 
Aurora Borealis. 

The most beautiful display of 
the Aurora Borealis I ever saw 
was on a night when we camped 
at Spirit River, one of the fine 
localities of the rich and exten- 
sive Peace country through which 
some of us traveled together some 
sixteen years ago or so. There 
are different accounts given of 
the origin of the name Spirit or 
Ghost River but for the purposes 
of this article | use the well 
known Indian legend rather than 
the prosaic explanation that the 
river is so-called because at cer- 
tain seasons it dwindles to a very 
small stream. The Indien legend 
is, that once long ago there was a 
great battle fought there between 
two tribes of Indians. And when 
on the night after the battle, 
there was @ great display of the 
Aurora, the Indians said that the 
spirits or ghosts of the slain had 
come back to look upon the place 
of the conflict. One can under- 
stand the theory held by the In- 
dians when we think of the un- 
earthly grandeur of the Aurora, 
and the fect that even the most 
untutored minds have their in- 
stinctive foregleams of a life be- 
yond this world of ours. 

There were three of us in camp 
at Spirit River on the night 
when, as above mentioned, we 
saw the skies lit up by a won- 
drous display of the Aurora. The

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The Passing Show

There never were so many changes and ad- 
vancements in any 57 year period of the world's 
life as in the last 57. As I remember it, as a youth 
of 17, forty years ago, it was a staid conservative 
world. I talked with old men then who as children 
had been taught et school to say: 

God bless the squire and his relations, 

And keep us poor folk in our proper stations. 

It was at 17 I lost my father. He was the same 
age as I am now, though as J look at his picture 
across the room and see him tanned and grizzled 
and wearing heavy side whiskers, I still feel 
youthful by comparison. 

He was a sea captain and perished gt sea as his 
father and grandfather hed. There were nine of 
us children of whom six boys and a girl were 
younger than I. I recall there was no pension of 
any kind then for women and children left un- 
provided for. A younger brother went into the 
Seaman's Orphanage; the rest of us had to fish 
for ourselves. The workhouse was the only evi- 
dence of the State's responsibility as the Over- 
Parent of its children. What an epic my mother 
could heve written of her efforts to bring up her 
brood unaided.

All the men of the family hed been sailors prev- 
jously, so my father took me to sea as a school- 
boy to sicken me of it and apprentice me to some 
shore pursuit. I'd have been earning seven shill- 
ings a week as the sole bread winner for the fam- 
ily, but for the lucky circumstances that at that 
time I was ambitious to be a Jimmy McLarnin. 
When the boss hit at me one day I forgot myself 
and ducked, and landed on his solar plexus and 
under the jaw. There was a sort of informal rough 
and tumble afterwards, but the fight had really 
been decided before it began. My apprenticeship 
papers were cancelled as punishment, enabling me 
to get work on my own in the shipyards, where I 
became a sub-foreman on torpedo boat construc- 
tion at 19. 

It was the following Christmas Eve that a near 
tragedy occurred. Lord Leverhulme, then knowns 
as William Hesketh Lever had started to make a 
soap he called Sunlight Soap. He offered a silver 
cup for a twelve mile road race—the Sunlight dis- 
tance race for the Sunlight Cup. His lordship had 
an instinct for advertising. 

The cup didn't interest me, nor the medals, but 
a 24-lb. turkey was offered as the sixth consolation 
prize. All our family hopes of a Christmas dinner 
were laid upon that turkey.

I used to act as “rubber-down” and sparring 
partner for a heavy-footed laborer in the shipyard 
who was ambitious to win fame as a heavyweight. 
(Later on I saw him get an awful thrashing from 
a little chap in a street fight). The race was four 
times round a great public park and I stationed 
Tom near the finishing point to signal to me my 
position entering each lap. The leaders set a fur- 
ious pace.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frenk NecCoy. 
If those who believe in real old fashioned rem- 
edies are affected with headaches, epilepsy, etc., 
they might try calling in a carpenter with a chisel 
and meliet and instruct him to remove a@ portion of 
their skulls in order to remove the pressure on the 
brain. This is certainly en old fashioned remedy, 
for it is one of the most ancient treatments of 
which there is any knowledge. \ 

The next time you visit any of the large 
museums, you would find it interesting to look at 
the skulls with tids trepanning operation. A num- 
ber of such skulls were first found during the mid- 
dle of the last century when science began to take 
an interest in investigating the early ancestors of 
the human race. It was at first supposed that the 
holes in the skulls, usually triangular in shape, 
were the result of some primitive medicine man 
trimming down the splintered edges of a wound 
that might have been inflicted by a stone axe. 
Later, when the ancient Inca and Mayan civiliza- 
tions of South America were investigated, it was 
found that in these ancient lends there hed oc- 
curred operations which were similar to those that 
were performed on the European continent. But 
there was a definite indication that they were not 
so much for the repair of injury as they were 
efforts to provide a remedy for headaches and sim- 
ilar conditions that were supposed to originate in- 
side the skull. The reasoning was logical from a 
primitive viewpoint. Something was inside the 
head causing trouble; why not make a hole in the 
skull and let that something out? Presumably, 
they thought some type of small devi] or imp was 
responsible. 

The remarkable fact exists that a certain num- 
ber of patients survived such drastic treatment as 
is indicated by a healing of the bone following the 
operation. In other cases violent brain abscesses 
resulted or death may have occurred immediately. 
That infection developed is not surprising, con- 
sidering the crude surgical instruments and the 
lack of cleanliness. Eyen today, when surgical in- 
struments have been perfected to the point where 
there is scarcely room for improvement and the 
strictest sanitary conditions are observed, such op- 
erations are not without danger. It is possible that 
in a few cases, where recovery took place, the dis- 
tress was relieved, especially in the disorders where 
there was a compression of the brain, either 
through the brain swelling because of the presence 
of too much water, or because of a local pressure 
of the skull upon the brain. 

A similar operation of decompression is per- 
formed by some surgeons today, and it has brought 
relief in certain types of edema of the brain or the 
particular form of epilepsy that is caused by pres 
sure on the brain, I have not found it necessary to 
advise this type of operation in my own practice, 
though I have treated an innumerable number of 
patients who had all of the symptoms of brain 
compression, except in two or three instances 
where there was an incurable condition of sarcoma 
or carcinoma of the brain and the relatives insisted 
on the operation being performed. 

It is very easy to reduce the substance or vol- 
ume of the brain through dieting and fasting meth- 
ods. This docs not mean a reduction in the in- 
tellect, for it must be remembered that the brain 
consists largely of water and fat; in fact, there is 
more fat in the brain than there is in any other 
organ or tissue in the body except, perhaps, in the 
purely fatty or adipose tissues. The fatty volume 
can be very readily reduced by fasting and the 
amount of fluid in the brain can be regulated 
through proper dieting to create the necessary 
blood salts for establishing the balance of osmotic 
pressure in the brain. If doctors were more famil- 
iar with this method of treatment, I believe there 
would be much less use of the surgical decom- 
pression of the brain. A knowledge of the wonder- 
ful results that can be achieved in so many dis- 
orders by fasting and dieting should be a part of 
every physician's armamentorium, not only for the 
good of the patient, but for the doctor's records of 
successful cures,

Fish, Canned or Fresh, 
Can be Used for 
Salads 


TORONTO, June 19. — Many 
housewives think that a fish salad 
necessarily means canned fish. 
Canned fish does make delicious 


salad, an@ some should always be 
kept ready for this use, but excel- 
lent salads may be made from boil- 
ed or steamed fish and, indeed, from 
any left-over dish. 

There are two ways of making a 
fish salad. One is to place a por- 
tion of fish or a plate and flank it 
with sliced cucumbers, lettuce, etc., 
and then put a spoonful of salad 
dressing on the side. This is per- 
haps the popular way, designed tv 
serve “ eye appeal”—and it accom- 
plishes this very thing. It looks 
beautiful. 

But the proof of the salad ~iike 
the pudding—is always in the eat- 
ing. And if you eat of this kind you 
will be distinctly disappointed. 
Each item on the plate is unseasone 
ed—innocent even of salt--which 
reduces the whole plateful to fiat 
insipidity, and the small size of the 
plate makes impossible any satis- 
factory mixing of the dressing and

Revenues Down, But Eco-| 
nomy Cuts Make Sur- 
plus Possible 


The financial position of the street | 
railway and power departments is | 
encouraging despite the reduction 
in revenue, City Commissioner 
David Mitchell reported Monday 
following the receipt of reports| 
from Supt.
